RAILWAY LABOR 
BILL, 69-13 


Measure, Agreed on by Un- 


ion Representatives and 
Various Large Railways, 
Abolishes Labor Board. 


PASSED AS IT 
CAME FROM HOUSE 


Act Provides for Voluntary 
Adjustment Boards, Fed- 
eral Mediators and Presi- 
dential Emergency Board. 


Bry the Associated Pregs. 
WASHINGTON, May 12.—The 


railroad labor bill agreed upon by 
executives of a number of large 
railroads and union leaders awaits 
only the approval of President 
Coolidge to become law. 

The measure, which is known 
as the Watson-Parker bill, was 
passed by the Senate yesterday, 69 


to 13, exactly as it came from the 
House despite vigorous efforts to 
change some of its provisions. 


Abolition of the Railroad Labor 
Board and substitution of new ma- 
chinery for handling disputes be- 
tween employers and workers in 
the industry is provided in the 
measure. 

It was supported by representa- 
tives of large carriers and the rail- 
road brotherhoods, opposition was 
registered by executives of some 
of the smaller lines and the Na- 
tional Manufacturers’ Association, 
which held that shippers and the 
public generally were not given 
sufficient voice in the consideration 
of labor disputes involving trans- 
portation costs. 


Party Lines Broken, 


In the end, 39 Republicans, 29 
Democrats und one Farmer-Labor 
Senator voted in the affirmative, 
with 
Democrats 
allots. 
The bill provides for voluntary 
boards of adjustment to conduct 
negotiations in railway labor dis- 
putes. If these fail to bring about 
agreement, it authorizes the Pres- 
ident to appoint a Federal board 
of mediation of five to seek a so- 
lution. Should no settlement be 
reached in this way and a strike 
be threatened, the President would 
set up an emergency board to 
Study and publish the facts in- 
volved in the dispute, which would 
be held in status quo for 30 days 
after the board’s report. 

Attitude of Coolidge. 

President Coolidge does not re- 
gard the bill as an administration 
measure, although he is anxious for 
legislation on the subject which 
has the approval of the railroads 
and their union employes.

MISSOURI WHEAT CROP 
14,091,000 BUSHELS 


Yield Last Year Was 21,965,- 
000 Bushels; Condition Es- 
timated 77 Pct. Normal. 


By the Jefferson City Correspon- 
dent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON City, May 12.—The 
acreage on wheat to be harvested 
in’ Missouri this year is the small- 
est in 27 years, and the estimated 
crop is 7,800,000 bushels less than 
the wheat crop of 1925, according 


E. A. Logan of the United States 
bureau of agricultural economy and 
Jewell Mayes of the Sfate Board of 
Agriculture. 

Condition of the crop is placed 
at 77 per cent of norrmal, against 
89 per cent at this time last year. 
fhe yield for 1926 is estimated at 
an average of 11.5 bushels an acre 
from the 1,220,000 acres to be ha-- 
vested, or a total of 14,091,000 
bushels. ‘The yield last year wns 
21,965,000 bushels from 1,664,009 
acres, 

The wheat acreage is the small- 
est since 1899, when 1,151,000 acres 
were harvested, and the second 
smallest in 59 years. The estimat- 
ed crop of 14,091,000 bushels this 
year is far below the average, as 
the production exceeded 21,000,000 
bushels a year in 1924 and 1925. 

Wheat made littleg rowth during 
April, due to wet, cold weather. In 
the northwest counties the crop 
was injured by heavy winds. Aban- 
donment to winter kill and other 
causes, is placed at 7 per cent of 
the planted acreage. The aban- 
donment in 1925 was 1% per cent. 

Most of the losses are to the 
wheat swon late last fall, the re- 
port stated, and the crop condition 
is lowest in the north and east 
counties. The condition is highest 
in counties in the southern third 
of the tSate and there has been 
less abandonment of acreage i! 
that section. 

Planting of corn has been de- 
layed by rains. The report stated 
less corn had been planted than 
usual, but figures on the acreage 
were not compiled in thie bulletin. 
Corn planting has begun in the 
central counties and is well under 
way in the southern counties. 

Less progress has ‘een made 
with the crop in the _ northern 
counties. The slanting of oats 
was not finished until late in 
April and poor stands are report- 
ed for oats sown early. 

The crop sown late needed mois- 
ture, it was said, and the acreage is 
less than was expected. 

Condition of rye is placed at 8&4 
per cent of normal, and the yield is 
estimated at 11.7 bushels an 
from 18,000 acres, or a total 
218,000 bushels. The condition at 
this time last year was 90 per 
cent, yielding 300,000 bushels from 
25-000 acres planted in rye. 

Apples were not seriously dam- 
aged by the cold, wet spring, but 
the blooms are reported light in 
several of the apple-producing sec- 
tions. Peaches were damaged by 
adverse weather conditions in the 
southern counties, and probable 
failures are forecast in some local 
areas. Pears, plums and cherries 
were slightly damaged by frost. 

The strawberry crop is two to 
three weeks later than usual, due to 
weather conditions, but the acreage 
of strawberries to be picked is es- 
timated at 16,000, compared to 13,- 
000 acres in 1925. 

Farm work is reported two to 
three weeks late. Progress has been 
made with crop. planting in’ the 
southern counties, but the work is 
considerably delayed in the north- 
eastern section of the State. 


| ELY-WALKER CO, SUES FOR 


$465,741 ON INCOME TAX 


Applies to Courts for Refund 
Which Treasury Department 
Refused to Make. 

A suit for $465,741 was filed 
against the United States Govern- 
ment by Ely & Walker Dry Goods 
Co., in Federal Court today, for ex- 
cess income tax which the com- 
pany alleges the Government col- 
lected from it in 1918. 

The company’s total tax in that 
year was $2,639,335. A claim for 
the alleged excess has been reject- 
ed by the Treasury Department. 

The first tentative return of the 
company was $1,999,273. To this 
it later voluntarily added $340,356 
and the Government imposed a fur- 
ther tax of $299,706. Interest from 
1918 is asked in the suit. 

The Ely & Walker company last 
month received a refund of $203.,- 
000 from the Government for ex- 
cess tax paid in 1919.

The Chicago Temple. 
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Sculptor Had No Likeness of Roger Williams, 
but Found Three of His Descendants 
for Models. 


By Leased Wire from the New 
York Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, May 12.—One of 
the nine busts to be unveiled to- 
day in the Hall of Fame at New 
York University is that of Roger 
Williams, founder of Rhode Island. 
Whether it looks like him, no one 
can say. He is almost the only 
one of the men who laid the foun- 
dations of this country—a man 
who even in his lifetime was in- 
ternationally known—of whom no 
authentic likeness exists. 

Herman A. MacNeill, the sculp- 
tor, was put to the task. Behind 
him was a long New England tra- 
dition, and in preparation for a 
memorial group of Pilgrims which 
he had beén commissioned to do. 
he had read exhaustively about 
the early Puritans. 

“I’m a Mayflower descendant.” 
he said yesterday. “These are my 
people. I know them.” 

He hunted up three of the 
many descendants of Roger Wil- 
liams, three who were supposed to 
preserve the family features. He 
made sketches of them. 

“The bust doesn’t Icok like, any 
of them,” MacNeill said, “but I 
tried te give it a kind of family 
resemblance.” 


Deep Eyes, Lined Face. 
The bust which MacNeill has 
fashioned shows a face with deep, 
sombre, brooding eyes, the lined 
face of a man of passionate con- 
victions. Beside it the bust of 
Jonathan Edwards. which also wil! 
be unveiled today, looks slightly 
roguish. And Edwards was of the 
hellfire - and - brimstone _ school. 
while Williams was the most thor- 
ough-going liberal] of his time. 
“You see, Roger Williams had a 
mighty hard time of it,” MacNeill 
said. “My bust shows a_ kindly 
mouth, = think, but the whole ‘face 
is the face of a thoughtful, serious 
man.

Wisconsin is unwilling to depreci- 
ate her educational attainments to 
the uniformity of the whole, where 
the best may be no better than the 
worst and is therefore unwilling to 
surrender the destiny of her schools 
of every character to any national, 
centralized bureaucracy.” 


“Education is the foundation of 
democracy,” the Governor assert- 
ed. “It is the best guaranty against 
reaction, retrogression and decay. 

“By knowledge, not law, will we 
attain the highest perfection of the 
individual and of the State in po- 
litical, social and industrial &ttain- 
ments. 


“Knowledge, intelligence and ed- 
ucation do not imply the absence of 
rule of action governing a State and 
her people, but intelligence and a 
broad culture should not be dis- 
placed by law.”

Unofficial estimates placed the 
population of the prairie prov- 
inces at 2,141,100 in 1925, com- 
pared with 1,946,082 in 1921, the 
last general census. This was an 
increase of 194,918 people, or about 
10 per cent, in five years. Sas- 
katchewan was credited with the 
largest population, having a to‘al 
of 833,100, followed by Manitoba, 
with 656,400, and Alberta, wita 
651,700. 

Increases in the population of 
this area, it is pointed out, havs 
been largely due to immigration 
Statistics show that 134,321 new 
settlers entered the prairie prov- 
inces between 1921 and 1924, of 
whom 49,356 went to Alberta, 45 - 
603 to Saskatchewan and 39,362 ‘se 
Manitoba.
